South Amboy, N. J., May 20 — 


(/P) —A thunderous explosion ripped 
through a string of ammunition- 
laden barges last night, killing a 
possible 29 persons and battering 
this waterfront city into a tangle 
of wereckage. 


Three hundred persons, some in 


critical condition, were taken 
to 


hospitals. An estimated 300 others 
were treated by first aid squads 
and doctors who roamed the strick- 
en area. 


There were four known dead and 


25 missing. 


Officials reported 
the 
damage 


would run into the millions.

Pennsylvania railroad said its dock 
area, where 
the 
blast occurred, 


had suffered $5,000,000 damage. 


A state of emergency was 
de- 


clared in this city of 10,000 pop- 
ulation. State police ringed the out- 
skirts to bar the curious. 


The explosion sent 600 tons of 


munitions into the sky over lower 
New York harbor. Rumors of 
an 


atomic attack spread through the 
community as the blast sent a spout 
of black smoke towering over the 
town.

The action was announced yes- 


terday by Senator Kcrr (D-Okla.), 
who was advised of it in a lettur 
from the President. 


Kerr was a co-author of legis- 


lation to establish a commission 
for the study. The proposal once 
was part of the rivers and harbors

authorization bill 


signed recently by the President. 
It was eliminated by a conference 
committee, 
which 
substituted a 


section that army engineers, 
in 


cooperation with other federal de- 
partments, should make a survey 
of the basins. 


Kerr then asked President Tru-

two weeks southern senators have 
fought the FEPC bill which Presi- 
dent Truman says he wants con- 
gress to pass.

That might depend. 


For example, if he got his 
ma- 


terials from another state — even 
though he sold svhat he mad 2 from 
those materials entirely within his 
own state — the courts might rule 
he was in 
terstate 
commerce. 


That would have to be decided by 
the courts. 


But if all his materials c a m e 


from within his own state and his 
product was sold only in t h a t 
state, the law would not apply to 
him, 
even though he had 
50 or 


more employes. 


But — the law definitely would 


not apply to anyone 
with 
less 


than 50 employes, whether or not 
he was an interstate commerce. 


And — the law would not apply 


to any state, city or town govern- 
ment. Nor would it apply to any 
non-profit, fraternal, religious 
or 


social organization, no matter how 
many employes they had. 


How would the law be c a r r i cd 


out? This way: A man could com- 
plain to the FEPC if he felt ho was 
discriminated against in a job be- 
cause of his race, color or religious 
belief. 


If, after an in investigation, the 


FEPC thought the complaint had 
merit, it could ask the employer to

to comply and fight the case all the 
way up through the federal courts 
to the Supreme court for a final 
decision on whether the law 
was 


constitutional or should be thrown 
out. If the FEPC bill in the senate 
ever became law, there'd be many 
court fights.
